TTie disposal unit comprises a 
tank, pump unit and lines leading 
to two 12x100 foot cesspools that 
have been installed on the grounds 
east of the hospital. Two leaching 
cesspools have been installed off¬ 
set to one another so that after 
six months’ use the tanks are used 
alternately by turning a valve. 

The hospital has also completed 
the installation of a new eight-inch 
cast water main under the Crows 
Nest River in West Rlairmore, 
where considerable grief was ex¬ 
perienced during last winter when 
the water main froze and an aux¬ 
iliary line had to be insulated and 
hung on the bridge to service the 
hospital. 

The new line has been laid deep 
er and has been tied into the Blair- 
more water mains.

CALGARY (cp) - Bill Ure, 
president of District 18 of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
said recently he is "hopeful" 
that negotiations can bo re-open¬ 
ed with the Western Canada Coal 
Operators Association to head off 
a threatened strike by about 
1200 miners at mines in south¬ 
ern Alberta and south-eastern 
Brritish Columbia 
FAVOR ACTION 

Miners at Canmore Mines, Leth¬ 
bridge Collieries and Coleman Col¬ 
lieries in Alberta and at the Crows 
Nest Coal Company in Feme, B.C. 
and at Michel, B.C., voted 80 per 
cent in favor of strike action in a 
governmentnsupervised vote, an¬ 
nounced Friday by the Alberta 
Board of Industrial Relations. 

The vote came after the men 
had rejected an earlier concilia¬ 
tion board recommendation of an 
increase of 55 cents daily in 1964 
and another 55 cents in 1965. 

The union, which asked for an 
increase of $2.00 daily over a two- 
year period plus two extra statu¬ 
tory holidays and fringe benefits, 
said the recommendation was in¬ 
adequate. The coal operators as¬ 
sociation had accepted the recom¬ 
mendation. 

Skilled miners now receive a 
basic daily rate of -16.15 and un¬ 
skilled employees at the mines who 
work outside receive a basic daily 
rate of $15.27 and others work at 
an undisclosed piece rate that var¬ 
ies from mine to mine. 

The piece rate is on a per Ion 
basis. Mr. Ure would not disclose 
the rate.

Some Guesses About Canada in 1965 

1965 could be one of the most important 
years Canada has ever known. There are tre¬ 
mendous opportunities. 

United States rejected the right-wing led 
by Barry Goldwater. He asked the people to 
sacrifice too much, and he scared many of 
them, for they were led to believe that he 
would be quick on the trigger. However, it is 
likely that the victors will interpret the reject¬ 
ion of Goldwater as acceptance of Big Govern¬ 
ment. I believe they are wrong in that assess¬ 
ment, but nevertheless the United States is 
likely to move further left during 1965, and 
there will be a conjtant upward drift in prices. 

England, not surprisingly, knocked out the 
Conservatives. It was a government grown 
old, rocked by terrible scandals, and trying to 
buy its way back into the good wishes of the 
people. Labor, hcwever, will interpret its vic¬ 
tory as acceptance of socialist ideas. I be¬ 
lieve they are wrong - that it was a protest 
against a bumbling government - but just the 
same, the U. K. will move left during 1965. 
Productivity will decline and shortages, and 
price increases will prevail. 

If Canadians can keep their heads while 
all about them other nations allow their prices 
to escalate, they s lould be able to gain some 
pretty strong footholds in the market places. 
If Canadians sit tight, even for one year, and 
hold the line on costs, their opportunities are 
tremendous. 

This does not mean that there cannot be 
increases in wages. It simply means that when 
wages are increased, productivity should be 
increased at the same time. It doesn't mean 
that welfare plans that ar«e working ehould be 
dropped. It does mean that we might well 
improve present schemes before launching 
new ones. 

Even with very responsible government, 
sensible labor demands, and good manage¬ 
ment, prices are likely to go up. Already, 
there are built-in costs due to existing plans 
which increase in cost all the time. And liv¬ 
ing next to the U.S.A., we will feel the effect 
of their inflated economy. 

In spite of this, Canadians, if they act 
moderately, can make some tremendous 
gains in 1965. 


Cheques Mailed 
Out To 

Auxiliary Hospitals 

Cheques totalling $2,092,014 were 
mailed out on November 26, 1964, 
to JJ# active treaitoent and auxil¬ 
iary hospitals throughout Alberta, 
by the Department of Public 
Health. This payment represents 
an estimate of the requirements of 
the hospitals in Aliberta to meet 
their operating costa for the cur¬ 
rent year. 

Coupled with an additional pay¬ 
ment of approximately half a mil¬ 
lion dollars which was mailed out 
on June 30 of this year, cheques 
indicate recognition of the increas¬ 
ing costs which were incurred by 
the hospitals during the calendar 
year 1964 as a result of placing 
additional beds in operation, price 
level changes and changing level 
cf care. 

It has been customary in the 
past to make payments to the hos¬ 
pitals on June 30 and December 
31, with an additional final pay¬ 
ment to be made in the early part 
of the following year when the 
financial statements for the previ¬ 
ous year have been reviewed. In 
certain instances this placed a fi¬ 
nancial burden on hospitals where 
the amount of the final payment 
was significant. Insofar as the pro¬ 
vincial government does not pick 
up the item of interest on over¬ 
draft as an operating expense, it 
was considered advisable the Dec¬ 
ember additional payment should 
be brought into line as being more 
realistic in respect to the amount 
owing to the hospitals at that date. 
As a result, the payment which 
is being made to the hospitals is 
designed to provide the hospitals 
with essentially the amounts which 
would be available at the time of 
thp final settlement. 


However, a review wiil still be. 
made of the audited financial 
statements and where additional 
payments are deemed to be war¬ 
ranted, these will be made at a 
later date. 

The establishment of the pay¬ 
ment base will enable the province 
to establish the rate which will be 
paid to the hospitals in the subse¬ 
quent year effective January 1st, 
rather than previously where this 
adjustment of rate had to be made 
retroactively after the review of 
the financial statements had been 
made. 

Tiiese changes in procedure are 
designed to enable the hospitals 
to obtain the payment in regard 
to the services which they are 
rendering, closer to the time when 
they are required to make the out¬ 
lay for these services. This will 
relieve to some degree the finan¬ 
cial obligations which they faced 
under the former procedures. 

This current payment to the hos¬ 
pitals is designed to meet the esti¬ 
mated costs which the hospitals 
will incur up to the end of the 
calendar year. It may still leave 
certain hospitals in a deficit posi¬ 
tion, estimated at approximately 
one and one-quarter million dol¬ 
lars. In the previous year, after 
final settlement, the deficiency 
amounted to approximately one 
and one-half million dollars for 
comparable hospitals. Some ad¬ 
justment might be made to this 
figure on the final review of the 
financial statements. The total of 
additional payments for the year 
1964 amounts to approximately 5 
per oent of the total payment 
made to hospitals towards operat¬ 
ing costs. 

Regular monthly payments now 
being made to hospitals through¬ 
out Alberta amount to between $4 
and $5 million.

ations of Film Producers, a World 
wide organization: McLareh’s ear¬ 
lier : interpretation in fluid lines 
ahd color of Jazz music played by 
the Oscar Peterson Trio, is titled 
Begone Dull Care. The main title 
is in eight languages and the film 
has won seven International Film 
Awards. 

The artist makes play with laws 
relating to persistence of vision 
and after-image on the ebina of 
the eye. By engraving non-repre- 
sentational visuals direct on blank 
emulsion-coated film in Interrupt¬ 
ed sequence, he achieves a “now 
you see it, now you don’.” effect. 

Blinkity Blank is an example of 
this technique.

A Chairy Tale is a sor. of mod¬ 
ern fairy tale, a kind o' simple 
ballet or ‘pas de deux’, of a youth 
and a kitchen chair.

The action is accompanied only 
by synthetic music and sound ef¬ 
fects. TVs film has won many fes¬

Good Visibility Vital 
At All Times 

Stop and go on slippery roads 
has been a big factor in the record 
number of property damage acci¬ 
dents during Safe Driving Week. 
The same lack of traction slows 
traffic and causes impatient peo¬ 
ple to follow loo closely and take 
other chances. These observations 
were made ■ by B. M. Huffman, 
Traffic Engineer of the City of 
Edmonton and chairman of the 
Traffic Safety committee of Al¬ 
berta Safety Council. 

Mr. Huffmar had other practi¬ 
cal suggestion 3 for safe winter 
driving. “Goog visibility Is vital 
at all times, but in winter It poses 
special problems. Heater and de¬ 
froster must be efficient to keep 
the inside of the glass clear. Or. 
the outside, there is nothing better 
than a scraper and a brush. Nev¬ 
er smear lemon, glycerine or bees 
wax on the glass. They only make 
a mess. Dead wiper blades should 
be replaced and the windshield 
washer tank should be filled with 
proper solution. 

Never use the parking lights 
-When the car is in motion. They 
tend to distort the distance to on¬ 


coming drivers. When visibility is 
reduced, use headlights. 

On speeding up traffic, Mr. 
Huffman said that cars equipped 
with modern snew tires have a 
great advantage except that they 
are often held up by those with 
regular tires. In soft snow or slush 
snow tires give half again as much 
pulling power as regular tires. 

On ice or ha*d packed snow, he 
said that reinforced tire chains 
are the best aid to control. Snow 
tires are only a little better than 
ordinary tires on ice. 

How fast 
do fish swim? 

How fast do fish really .swim? 

Untrecently 60 miles per hrur 
was thought reasonable for a rea'.y 
fast f sh. Now recent experiments 
at A1 , 'rdeen R search Laboratory 
and Cambridgj University wilh 
fresh water fish show that they do 
not swim at such high speeds. 

So far, the highest accurately 
recorded speed is 27 miles per 
hour for four feet by a barracuda 
in American waters. The speed 
was measured by a piscatometcr— 
an instrument made from a fish¬ 
ing line fitted with accurate gauges 
to measure the tension on the line, 
and the speed at which it runs 
out.
